Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant's argument that in the references as applied "formatting process must be aborted when an error is detected in the servo 
information". Tsubol teaches that the defect is detected by reading the data from the medium, the defective sectors are then replaced 
during the formatting process and that the formatting process continues after the defective sectors are replaced. Tsuboi fails to specify 
that the defects are detected in the servo sectors. 

Serrano et a! however teaches such as explained in the office action mailed on March 27, 2002. 

Therefore, Tsuboi in view of Serrano et al teaches the invention as claimed and the formatting is not aborted when the servo errors are 
detected .
